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T is 1 Point of the Wight Moment to Rc 
ligion and Morality; a Well as to our pre- 
ſent Peace and Satisfaction, to ſettle in our 
Minds right Notions of the Divine Nature 

and Perfections. For though ve cannot by our 

deepeſt Reſearches find out God to Perfection, 
or trace all the Ways of his Providence; yet he 
has afforded us fo much Light to guide our En- 
quiries, that; if we duly uſe and improve it, 

vill be ſufficient to bring us to that Knowledge 

of him, as is needful to our Comfort and Satif* 

action here, and our eternal 1 — 
alter, 
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The Truth of this cannot be denied without 
aſſerting in expreſs Terms that God has not ſuf. 
ficiently provided for the Happineſs of his rati. 
onal Creatures. 1 5 


As the Light of Nature or Reaſon, which 
the Wiſe Man calls the Lamp of the Lord, inſtru 
us that there is a God; by the ſame Reaſon 
we learn that He is a Being infinitely Perfect; as he is 
the Fountain of Being, the Author of all Perfec- 
tion. What Perfection is, or its Contrary, we as 
clearly apprehend as we do any Truth. Thoſe 
Qualities in Beings which command our Eſteem 
and Reverence, which produce Good or Hap- 
pineſs to the Creation; and prevent Evil or 
Miſery — we unavoidably conclude to be Per- 
fections, and that of Conſequence they muſt belong 
to the ſupreme Being in the higheſt Degree. 


As Knowledge, Wiſdom, Power are Perfec- 
tions, in various limited Degrees pofſeisd by 
created Beings 3 the Creator and abſolutely Per- 
fect Cauſe of all Things, muſt poſſeſs them in the 
higheſt poſſible Degree. In like Manner Good. 
neſs, Juſtice, Faithfulneſs and Truth, being Per. 
fections of a Moral kind, univerſally acknow- 
ledg'd ſuch, and ever highly eſteem'd in whom- 
ſoever they are found, muſt eminently belong 
to the Divine Nature, or God is a Being of inf. 
nite 
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nite Goodneſs, Juſtice, Faithfulnes and Truth, 
as he is a Being infinitely Perfect. 


It appearing then a moſt certain Truth, ob- 
vious to the Light of Nature or Reaſon, that 
the fore-mention'd Attributes are included in the 
Notion of a Perfect Being; from this Conſide- 
ration there ariſes evidently juſt Ground of Joy 
to Mankind, that the Government of the Uni- 
verſe, the Superintendency of all created owes, 
is in the Hand of . 


The Lord reigneth, let the Earth rejoyce. 


In the following Diſcourſe, I ſhall confirm 
and illuſtrate this general Truth contain'd in the 
Text; namely, that the ' Conſideration of the 
Divine Government is juſt Matter of Satisfac- 
tion and Joy to Mankind. | 


This I. ſhall do by explaining diſtinRly thoſe 
Perfections of God, which belong to the Cha- 
racter of a Perfect Governour. won. 


1. God has infinite Knowledge; without which 
his Government would be defective. For were he 
ignorant of any Tranſactions in his univerſal Em- 
pire; if he knew not thoroughly all the Circum- 
ſtances of every Caſe, the moſt ſecret Springs of 

every 
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every Action, exact Juſtice could not be admini- 
ſtred, nor Rewardsand Puniſhments proportion d 
to every one's Deſerts. But the Knowledge of 
God is infinite as his Efſence ; as he: fills and pet. 

vades all Things by his boundleſs Preſence; ſo he 
cannot but know all Things to which: he is I 
OY and — preſent. 12 Y, 


Every Action therefore, every Thought m. fuk 
be open unto him; not the moſt ſecret Intention 
can vail itſelf from his all- piercing Eye; wha m 
derſtandeth the Thoughts long before, even before 
they are form'd in che Mind. And this Know- 
ledge of the Thoughts as well as Actions of Men 
is evidently neceſſary, both in God's providen- 
tial Government here, and in order to — 
ing the World with Equity hereykrer, 228] 

8. Gau Perfection neceſſary to a pented 65 
vernment is Wiſdom. Now as an infinite or om- 
nipreſent Mind muſt know all Things to which he 
is preſent ;- and as the Creator of all Things muſt 
know all the Powers and Capacities of the Things 
he has created; hence he muſt be able to judge 
what in every Reſpect is beſt and- fitteſt to be 
done. For ſceing every poſſible Circumſtance 
and Relation of Things one to another, and 
their Fitneſs to certain Ends, he muſt infallibly 
underſtand what is beſt and. fitteſt in every poſ- 
ſible Caſe, 


3. Fur- 
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\. Further, The Supreme er is ;nevſted 
i infinite Power, with Power to do all Things 
poſſible in che Nature of Things, and which 
are not repugnant to any other Perfections. To 
make a Part greater than the whole, to cauſe 
that a Thing ſhould be and not be at the ſame 
Time, that the ſame numerical Body ſhould be 
in two diſtinct Places at once. Theſe are abſo- 
lute Contradictions in the Nature of. Things, and 
therefore not the Objects of Power. 


Neither is the Power of God to be ſupposd 
to extend to ſuch Actions as are repugnant to 
his efſential Perfections, or to ſuch Things as 
are morally Evil; for moral Evil implies Imper- 
ſection; God therefore cannot commit it, as he 
s infinitely Perfect. He cannot do any Thing 
that is unjuſt, any Thing that is cruel, any Thing 
contrary to Promiſe: He cannot, for Inſtance, 
create any Being with Deſign of making him 
finally miſerable; he cannot hate or puniſh u 
for any Thing previous to our own wilful Act or 
Demerit 3 he cannot require of us impoſſible 
Terms of Salvation: Theſe are plain and un- 
deniable Inſtances of Injuſtier and Cruelty; are 
repugnant" to all the Notions we can frame of 
Goodneks in any Being; they create Horror and 
Dercſtation | in every n eh and cannot 
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8 God's Government of the World 
therefore poſſibly have Place in a moſt nn 
Being. 


So that tho“ the Power of God be ſtrictly in- 
finite, it cannot include Things impoſſible and 
contradictory in Nature, or Things inconſiſtent 
with the Attributes of Wiſdom, Juſtice, Goodneſ 
and Truth, which eſſentially and neceſſarily be- 
long to a Being abſolutely Perfect, as I have al. 


ready ſhown, 


And this Doctrine concerning the Divine Power, 
and the Diſtinction between what i, and what is 
not the Object of Power, or what #s, or is 
not conſiſtent with other Perfections, is very ne- 
ceſſary to be carefully attended to. Becauſe er 
roneous Notions of God's Power have created, 
not only numberleſs Superſtitious Fancies, and 
monſtrous Abſurdities in Speculation, (happy for 
Mankind had they proceeded no further !) but 
have had a moſt malignant Influence upon Prac- 


rice. 


Among all thoſe Monſters of Tyranny and 
Cruelty, whom God has permitted in his un- 
ſearchable Judgments to oppreſs the People, whoſe 
Well-being was the ſole End of appointing any 
Governours at all; many, tis not improbable, 
have gone into arbitrary Meaſures from that er- 


roneous and pernicious Principle, that Power 
and 
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and Authority are but different Names for the 
ſame Thing: and have juſtified to themſelves the 
Violation of good Laws, the Breach of ſolemn 
Engagements, and the moſt unreaſonable and arbi- 
trary Exerciſe of their Power, under a Notion or 
Pretence of being inveſted with an abſolute and un- 
controulable Authority, above all Law or Reſtraint 
whatſoever; and that herein they repreſent the 
Monarch of the Univerſe, whoſe unbounded Power 
alone they ſuppoſe is the Meaſure of his Conduct; 
who doth according to his Will in the Army of Heaven, 
and among the Inhabitants of the Earth, and none 
can ſtay bis Hand, er ſay uuto him, what doeſt thou ? 
Dan. iv. 35. Now had theſe Perſons attended 
to the mere Light of Nature only, they muſt 
have learnt that the true Glory and Perfection 
of a Governour, 1s not to let looſe the Reins to 
an arbitrary and capricious Will, and act by the 
blind Impulſe of giddy Fancy, fantaſtical Pride 
or Ambition; but to make Reaſon and juſt Laws 
the invariable Rule of his Government; and 
that the free Obedience of Subjects is much more 
for his Honour, than the forc'd Submiſſion of 
Slaves: Had theſe Maxims of Government been 
taught them, and early form'd in their Minds, 
they might probably have fram'd their Conduct 
agreeably thereto. But however that might have 
been; it manifeſtly follows from the ſingle Con- 
lideration of a Perfect Governour (and it cannot 


be too much inculcated) that the Supreme Being, 
B tho*, 
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tho? cloath*d with infinite Power, yet never exerts 
his Power in an arbitrary Manner, in the Senſe we un. 
derſtand the Word Arbitrary when applied to Men, 
If this could be ſuppos'd, it would follow that he 
might act unreaſonably, unjuſtly, and cruelly. For 
it is utterly inconceivable that Poter alone ſhould 
alter the Nature of Actions; ſhould make an Action 
juſt and good in one Being, which would be un- 
juſt and cruel in another. We conclude there- 
tore, that the Divine Power is inſeparably con- 
nected with, and acts in perfect Harmony with 
Wiſdom, Juſtice, and Goodneſs; and that *tis 
as impoſſible for God ever to exert his Power 
contrary to the unalterable Rule of Reaſon, or 
to the Deſtruction of his other Attributes, as it 
is to deſtroy his very Being itſelf, or to ceaſe to 
be God. When therefore God is ſaid in Serip- 
ture, 4% do according to his Will in the Army of Hea- 
ven, and among the Inhabitants of the Earth, — the 
Expreſſion, of doing according to his Will, cannot 
ſignify, as it does among Men, acting according 
to Will without Reaſon; but acting according to 
an immutably perfect Will, ever influenc'd by the 
cleareſt Reaſon, invariably diſpos d, without Pol- 
ſibility of any wrong Biaſs to do what is Right and 
Fit in the Nature of Things. Among earthly Go- 
vernours *tis too notorious that Will and Reaſon 
frequently ſignify the moſt oppoſite Things in Na- 
ture. On which account Abſolute Power, among 
Beings prone to deviate from Reaſon, is very jultly 

| | dreaded; 
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dreaded 3 and every Approach to ſuch a Power 
cannot be too carefully guarded againſt. 


And if infinite Power could be ſuppoſed to be 
in the Hands of an unſteady and mutable Be- 
ing, which might be the Caſe, for ought we 
could prove to the contrary, were Power alone 
the Foundation of all Government, as has been 
contended z ſuch an Idea of the Supreme Diſpo- 
ſer of our Lot would be fo far from Matter of 
Joy to us, that it would be a far more terrible 
Conſideration than the moſt potent Tyranny 
upon Earth. Since Dominion founded in Power, 
or a Right to do whatever Omnipotence alone, 
ſeparate from Juſtice and Goodneſs, could do; 
notwithſtanding our beſt Endeavours to pleaſe 
our Maker, might make us finally miſerable, If 
it were ſo; then would the Pſalmiſt with far 
more Reaſon have ſaid, The Lord reigneth, let the 
Earth mourn and be diſconſalate; let the Inhabitants 
of the World tremble, and be horribly afraid, Then 
ſhould all, even the beſt of Men, have Cauſe to 
wiſh, that they had never been called into Being; 
ſince their Happineſs would, on ſuch a Suppoſi- 


tion, be moſt uncertain and precarious. 


But, to our great Comfort, we have the firmeſt 
Ground of Aſſurance that this can never poſſibly 
be our Caſe: That we have to do with a Being, 
whoſe Government is founded in eternal Truth; 

B 2 whole 
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whoſe Power is directed by unerring Wiſdom, 
everlaſting Goodneſs and unalterable Rectitude 
of Will: which indeed is juſt Ground of Ter— 
ror to obſtinate and irreclaimable Sinners, but 
of great Satisfaction and Joy to thoſe who en- 
deavour by a Life of Virtue to ſecure his Fa- 
vour. 


4. I proceed, fourthly, to the Attribute of 
Goodneſs, which compleats the Character of a 
Being infinitely amiable, making him the Ob- 
ject of our Hope and Love, as well as of our 
Fear and Reverence. Other Perfections conſi- 
der*d ſeparate from Goodneſs would create Feat 
and Amazement, more than Joy or Love, in 
Beings compaſs'd with Infirmities, and prone to 
offend. It is Goodneſs tempering the Rigor of 
Juſtice that muſt be our laſt Sanctuary or Refuge. 
For if the Lord ſhould be extreme to mark what ii 
done amiſs, who may abide ? The Contemplation 
of this Attribute can alone give us perfect Reſt 
and Tranquillity of Mind ; releaſing us from 
ill boding Thoughts and anxious Doubtfulnels 
concerning our everlaſting State. 


The Goodneſs of God therefore challenges 
above all his Perfections the Tribute of a joyful 
and thankful Heart. 


5. Laſtly, 
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5. Laſtly. The moſt High God is Juſt 
as well as Wiſe, Powerful, and Good. Juſtice is 
eſſentially requiſite in all Government; and as 
without Goodneſs Supreme Dominion and Power, 
tho? ſteer*d with Juſtice, would be apt to create 
even in the beſt of Men Fears and Suſpicions in- 
ſtead of Hope and Comfort : ſo without Juſtice 
the very End of Government, the Support of 
Virtue and Diſcouragement of Vice by ſuitable 
Rewards and Puniſhments, would be defeated. 
The Juſtice of God conſiſts in his dealing with 
his Creatures in exact Proportion to their Moral 
Qualifications ; in puniſhing Crimes according to 
the Degrees of their Malignity with ſuitable De- 
grees of Puniſhment ; in conferring greater Re- 
wards upon greater Improvements in Virtue 
and Goodneſs, For tho? it may be a Queſtion 
whether Juſtice was originally concerned in be- 
ſowing Heaven even upon ſinleſs Creatures, ſince 
they would be ſtill unprofitable Servants, and could 
therefore have no Claim of Merit: Yet in Con- 
ſequence of a free Promiſe, ſincere Obedience 
is entitled to a Reward in Heaven; and the Juſ- 
tice and Faithfulneſs of God are a firm Security 
that he will beſtow it. Of a Truth (ſays St. Peter) 
I percerve that God is no Reſpecter of Perſons ; but 
in every Nation, he that feareth him, and worketh 
Righteouſneſs, is accepted with him, 


The 
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The Application of this Diſcourſe is as fol- 


lows. 


If He who is Sovereign of univerſal Nature, 
though cloath'd with unbounded Power, and 
accountable to none in the Exerciſe of it; 
deigns notwithſtanding to ſteer his Power by in- 
variable Rules of Juſtice ; appealing even to 
Men to judge of the Equity of his Ways—lf 
He never exerts his Power to the Deſtruction of 
any of his Creatures, but when incorrigible 
Wickedneſs makes it neceſſary; nor 1nflicts-any 
temporal Evil, but for the Correction and 
Amendment of others, in order to their greater 
final Good : But his Delight is to exerciſe Loving; 
Kindneſs, Judgment and Righteouſneſs in the 
Earth.—Then ought his Repreſentatives, Kings, 
and inferior Magiſtrates to make him their Pat. 
tern in the Exerciſe of that Authority which is 
committed to them, in promoting according to 
their Ability the Welfare of that Body over which 
they preſide ; remembring the End of the Truſt 
repoſed in them, and the great Aggravation of 
miſapplying it. 


They cannot, *tis certain, imitate the Lord 
of the Univerſe in many of his Perfections. In 
Extent and Infallibility of Knowledge, in the 
Wonders of his Power, in the Depth of his un- 
fathomable 
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ſathomable Wiſdom, they cannot approach to 
any Reſemblance of him. But in his Moral Per- 
ſections of Juſtice, Goodneſs and Truth, they may 
and ought to reſemble him, and it will be their 
great Condemnation in the Day of final Retri- 
bution, when a juſt and impartial Sentence ſhall 
paſs upon all, without Regard to Perſons; if 
they are without theſe Qualifications, and have 
made 1t none of their Concern to imitate herein 
their great Original, 


Where-ever the Vices oppoſite to theſe Virtues 
happen to prevail, and the Supreme Authority 
s lodged in One of boundleſs Ambition or Ava- 
rice; whoſe Temper is tyrannical and cruel, 
prone to Revenge, or full of Treachery or Ma- 
lice: under no Reſtraint of Religion or Conſci- 
ence z nor curb*'d by Laws from a full Indulgence 
o every vicious Inclinationlt is needleſs to ob- 
ſerve that ſuch a Government mult be fo far from 
: Bleſſing, that in Proportion to the Extent of its 
Power it muſt be a more extenſive Miſchief, and 
ndeed the moſt dreadful Evil that could fall upon 
1 Nation. 


It is well known that this has been the un- 
happy Condition of ſome Nations in former 
Times : and is at this Day too near a Deſcrip- 
ton of ſome Countries where an Arbitrary Power 
s ſet up; which inſtead of protecting the People, 

and 
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and vindicating their Wrongs (the great End fo 
which Government was appointed) is employed 
chiefly to oppreſs them, to make Havock of thei 
Fortunes, their Liberties, and their Lives,

No Perſon that has any Remains of Humanit 
can even read of the Cruelties of a Nero or Cal 
gula, without being deeply moved for the un 
happy Sufferers, and without the higheſt Indig 
nation againſt the Tyrants. And we cannot b 
be amaz'd that Human Nature, created in tht 
Image of God, could be ever capable of { 
monſtrous a Depravation, as to become the ex 
preſs Reſemblance of that accurſed Spirit who 1 
the Author of all Evil; and whom St. Jobn em 
phatically ſtiles The * Deſtroyer, and St. Peter Th 
+ Adverſary, who, as a roaring Lion, walketh abou 

ſeeking whom be may devour. 
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Bur it muſt till greatly increaſe our Amaze 
ment, to read of Cruelties equalling even their“ 
who were the vileſt of Heathen Infidels, and the 
greateſt Reproach to Reaſonable Beings ; practise 
by thoſe who call themſelves Chriſtians, nay the 
only true Chriſtians; and this under the Pretence 
of Religion, and of doing Service to the Churc 
of God. The Maſſacre of the Proteſtants 1 
France and the Inquiſitions of Spain anc 
Poriugal, the horrid Cruelties practis'd in this 

Jed King 
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Kingdom in the Reign of Queen Mary z the many 
other grievous Perſecutions on Account of Reli- 
gion, exceeding even the Cruelties of Heathen 
Perſecutors, are notorious Inſtances of this Truth, 
Whole Nations to this Hour are ſubject to an in- 
ſupportable Tyranny over their Civil and Religi- 
ous Rights: Many are tied to the hard Neceſſity 
of renouncing their Reaſon and very Senſes, and 
proſtituting their Conſciences, by complying 
with groſs Idolatry, and moſt abominable Super- 
ſtitions; or of ſubmitting to Chains, Impriſon- 


nent, lingering Tortures and Death. 


That e of the profunt Age experience none 

of theſe Miſeries, but enjoy the Bleflings of Li- 
berty, and the Protection of good Laws; ought 
it not to awaken us into a lively and moſt affec- 
tonate Senſe of that kind Providence, which has 
often wonderfully. preſery'd. this Kingdom from 
the reſtleſß Attempts of our implacable and per- 
fidious Enemies ? A truly grateful Senſe of the 
IMercies we have receiv'd, and of the many 
„ Aeſfings we have long enjey'd under à mid 
and Proteſtant Government, will make us careſul 
Jo deſerve new Inſtances of the Divine Mercies, 

Hand the »Continuance of former Rleſſings ; by 
': Yrcforming our Lives, ſhewing mutual Charity, 
and treating Men of different Perſuaſions with 


mat Humanity and Gentleneſs, which are peculiar 
Characters of that pure and peaceable Religion

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we profeſs; and of the Diſciples of that Maſter 
whoſe great Commandment was, that we love 
one another, Upon other Terms than theſe, it 
were a Preſumption in us, to expect that Provi. 
dence, who in Times paſt fo ſignally interpogd 
in behalf of this Nation, will again protect u 
from thoſe great Calamities of a Popiſh and 4 
bitrary Government, which now threaten unt 
again in ſtill more dreadful Circumſtances than 
ever.
